a success of the law in Indiana, and 
he abandoned the practice in 1885, 
when he purchased the Sullivan Un 
ion, the Republican weekly organ of 
Sullivan county, and edited it for four 
years. 
Selling the paper, he removed 
to San Diego, Gal., in 1891, and with 
heavy financial burdens sought his liv­ 
ing at hard lalx>r. 
He was employed 
some time as a teamster in the Cali­ 
fornia city, and in 1896 he left there 
for Reno, Nev. 
Resum ing the practice of law' at 
Reno, he made rapid strides and was 
regarded as a successful attorney. 
He 
left the Republican party on the free 
silver issue in 1896 and was later elect­ 
ed judge.

Atlantic City, N. J., Ju ly 2.— Melvin 
Vanim an’s airship fell out of the sky 
and carried with her her crew of five 
men. 
All are dead, including the two 
Yardmans, Melvin and Calvin. 
The 
airship is lying in the waters of Abse- 
con inlet, a tangled mass of wires and 
piping barely visible above the waves. 
The bodies of two men, C alvin Vani- 
man and Fred Elmas, assistant engi­ 
neer, have been recovered. 
The oth­ 
ers. 
W alter 
Gest, 
mechanic, 
and 
George 
Bourillon, 
are 
still 
in 
the 
wreckage with that of their ill-fated 
chief. 
The wreck was caused by an ex­ 
plosion of gas when the balloon was 
1.000 feet or more in the air. 
W hat 
caused the explosion no one can say 
with certainty, but those who saw the 
airship fall think that Vaniman got 
too high, that the gafi expanded in the 
thin air and broke the walls of the en­ 
velope. 
The sounds of the explosion 
carried a mile across Absecon inlet to 
those who were watching from the 
shore. 
They saw a film of white 
smoke dart from the stern of the ship, 
saw it turn bowr down and then drop 
like lead into the shallow waters of 
the inlet. 
A few shreds of canvass 
fluttered in its path, and before they 
reached the sea the sound of the ex­ 
plosion came to the watchers. 
A re­ 
port like a shot from a twenty-pound­ 
er, as one of the witnesses said, and 
then another and another. 
The disas­ 
ter w’as witnessed by thousands who 
had gathered on the beach to see the 
Right. 
Melvin Vaniinan’s wife was 
watching the flight of the ship from 
the road in front of her cottage, which 
is 
within 
100 yards of tho hangar 
where the airship was housed. 
She 
cried "H e ’s falling!” in a voice which 
all heard who could gather to see the 
start of the airship, and none of them 
liked to think of it afterward. 
The Akron, which was being put 
through a test, had turned a slow half 
mile circle over the inlet ami then 
came in toward the hangar. 
Mrs. Van­ 
iman and Mrs. Buorillon were on the 
ground with faces turned toward the 
great airship. 
Vanim an turned her head seaward 
again, taking a larger circle than he 
made before. 
He passed over the 
north end of the board walk and swept 
low ly out again over the inlet. 
When 
he c a m e in from his second circle he 
seemed 
ready 
to 
land, 
but 
turned 
again out over the inlet. 
This time 
he took a still greater circle. 
Those 
who watched from the shore saw the 
Akron rising as she swept away down 
the wind. 
They could not remember 
ever having seen her go any higher. 
They wondered why Vanim an was go­ 
ing so high. 
At last he turned broad­ 
side to the mainland. 
Then came the 
puff of white smoke from the stern of 
the ship. 
She trembled and fell apart. 
The canvass and silk envelope lost its 
shape and flapped back about the steel 
backbone like a sail broken in the 
wind. 
H er nose tilted 
toward the 
w ater and then the «hip shot straight 
down like the stick of a rocket. 
Motor boats put out from shore to 
the point where the ship struck the 
water, but found there w’as no h o p e. 
The shock of the fall was so great 
that no living thing could p ass th ro u g h 
it, even though the explosion had not 
killed. 
The water was not more than 
seven feet deep, and the cage in w hich 
the men were confined must have d u g 
deep into the «and. 
Broken it must have been, for the 
body of Calvin Vaniman came to the 
surface an hour or so after the ship 
was wrecked. 
It was so badly bruised 
and burned that it could scarcely be 
recognized. 
Every bone was broken 
and there were deep gashes in the 
flesh. 
Later the body of Fred Elmas, 
the mechanician, came to the surface. 
A diver reported that the car was all 
broken up. 
A fifty-pound box of dyna­ 
m ite was exploded in the wreckage in 
the hope that an explosion would bring 
the other bodies to the surface. 
A 
cloud of white water rose 200 feet in 
the air. 
It was dotted with bits of 
wreckage, but when the boats closed 
in they found no more bodies.

The j 
dam which Is to control the flood wa­ 
ters of the River Euphrates Is under 
construction by a British company and 
the Turkish government is anxious 
to 
proceed with the Initial stages of the 
irrigation w’orks. 
Success of the plan 
will 
enable 
enough grain to be grown to affect the

cereal markets of the world. 
In an­ 
cient times the whole of the Eu­ 
phrates delta was irrigated and the 
rank growth of grain excited the won­ 
der of Greek travelers. 
According to 
Herodotus, the land yielded three hun­ 
dredfold. and there is no doubt that at 
the time of the Greek historian s visit 
the delta was the chief granary of the 
world If tradation can be relied upon, 
its fertility was of even greater an-;

belief located the Garden of Eden.

11b wild and uncultivated state, was 
taken and gradually transplanted all 
over the world.

tion that the Italian movement should , 
l>e clearly 
monarchical. 
The 
czar 
would accept the fall of the Bourbons 
and would consent to lend his aid to 
I Mazzini only on condition that he 
should work for the triumph of the 
house of Savoy. 
“The czar knew' the Sardinian states I 
w-ere hostile to him, but flattered him- ! 
Relf, perhaps, that he could conciliate * 
them. Mazzini averred that he had no 
repugnance to allying himself with 
au- j 
tocratic Russia, that he was ready for 
a pact with aaiy one, no matter whom, 
! even the devil himself, to combat the 
enemies of Italy—Austria 
and 
the 
! pope. 
He, however, presented a con­ 
dition to i‘he czar that the Russian 
would not accept—that Italy when de­ 
livered from her enemies should be a 
republic. Nicholas could not subscribe 
to that condition and the ‘pourparlers’ 
ended. 
“ ‘But,’ said Mazzini, after a pause, 
‘can you guess, gentlemen, who the 
emissary was that the czar sent to 
me from St. Petersburg to propose 
this extraordinary alliance? 
It wras 
Tamberlik! Tamberllk, the celebrated 
tenor of tile Italian opera at St. Pe­ 
tersburg, and for this delicate mission 
the c/.ar could not have chosen a bet­ 
ter embassador.’ ”

personally supervised the taking of the 
Kinemacolor pictures of the Durbar,

Arabian Knights.

troop« use elephants and camels. The 
result is scenes of wonderful color and 
strange appearance.
